The following pages contain the whole of the 
Electoral Laws of Belgium, inclusive of the 
modifications lately introduced by the legisla- 
ture during the past session. 

These important reforms which declare the 
incompatibility of the legislative trust with 
public functions, and which have, by reducing 
the census, so considerably widened the circle of 
electoral rights, completely ensure the inde- 
pendence of the representative system of the 
nation. 

The author has subjoined to the text of the 
laws so much of the able Commentary of M. 
Bivort as had an English interest, and tended 
to explain their working. And he cannot omit 
this opportunity of publicly expressing his 
thanks to that talented legist for the valuable 
information which he has been enabled through 
M. Bivort's assistance to add to the original 
work.

In the poKtIcal storm which this year of grace 
1848 has seen rolling over the whole continent 
of Europe* it has been a matter of surprise 

* Not one single state can be pointed out in Europe 
which has not recently had its revolution or its attempt 
at reyolution with the exception of Belgium. 

The governments of some have been more wise than 
others ; and have (as in Denmark, Holland, and others) 
prudently satisfied the people with politic concessions. 

Others (as in Prussia, Austria, France, and sad to say 
many others) have denied or reluctantly yielded and in 
bad faith ; and are in consequence in a revolutionary 
state, or have been wholly revolutionised. 

Others (as Spain and Portugal) are still, as they have 
long been, in so unsettled a condition as to make one 
imagine insurrections and revolutions to be the normal 
state of those countries.

how one single state should have escaped with- 
out a shock, when even in this country — the 
professed seat of constitutional freedom — have 
not been unheard the angry cries of popular 
complaint, and in one part have been witnessed 
the more than threatenings of popular revolt. 

The kingdom of Belgium is, it is true, a 
second-rate power among the European states : 
yet, covering an area of hardly one-eighth that 
of Great Britain and with a population of not 
five millions of inhabitants, it ranks hardly 
next in importance to those which on the 
score of more extensive territories have as- 
sumed the right of leading in the affairs of 
the world. The span, however, of the national 
boundaries has been no rule for the occurrence 
or for the absence of insurrectionary displays : 
and the revolutions by which the subjects of 
the smallest German duchies have wrested from 
their petty rulers constitutions and representa- 
tive governments would seem as trifling as their 
weight in the scale of nations, if it were not 
that the principle involved is the same, whether 
the patriot struggling for liberty be a dweller 
in the minute sovereignty of Anhault-Dessau, 
or a citizen of the wide, imperial dominions of 
Austria. 
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But from the position of Belgium on the 
map, from the energy and free spirit of its in- 
habitants, from the peculiar relations of its 
sovereign, from its own close sympathy with 
the French people, it might have been " without 
our special wonder" that the banner of national 
insurgency were flung to the winds, and that 
as elsewhere its ruler were the subject of his 
subjects or a fugitive from them. How is it 
then that King Leopold sits unfrighted on his 
throne, that the tide of revolution has broken 
against the barriers of his kingdom, that, while 
anarchy and doubt pervade the rest of the 
world, the Belgians keeping " the even tenor 
of their way" are impassively intent upon the 
comparatively hum-drum subjects of commercial 
l^islation and social improvement ? The ques- 
tion has a ready solution. When in 1831 the 
Belgians freed themselves from the Dutch 
union (a reciprocally forced union, professedly 
incompatible with the interests of either the 
Hollanders or them), they framed for them- 
selves a constitution which has given to them 
a far greater amount of liberty than is possessed 
by the citizens of any country in Europe, not 
even excepting the inhabitants of our own

island. But if their charter of liberty is an 
example to the present contending nations, so 
also may be the moderation with which they 
have used their freedom — a moderation which 
vindicates the good sense, the patriotism, and 
the wisdom of the people as at any time equal 
to the duty of self-government. It is now 
eighteen years since the Belgians acquired 
these extensive rights: they have passed 
triumphantly through the ordeal of the times, 
though for them the test has been stronger 
than for any others J so well contented have 
they rested with the systems they live under, 
that when their intimate ties with France might 
have ensured them the wildest range of their 
wishes, they exhibited to the world a remark- 
able and singular spectacle of a people having 
30 much individual and national liberty that 
they desired no more. 

For the inhabitants of England (whose very 
element is constitutional history) this subject 
must possess engrossing interest ; and particu- 
larly so at the present time. If they inquire 
what systems are those that, having satisfied 
a nation's requirements in the matter of con- 
stitution, permit of its whole attention being 
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encentred upon the broad and stubborn field 
of social sores and exigencies, they will dis- 
cover with a just feeling of pride and self- 
gratulation that the Belgians have collected 
their political laws mainly out of the customs, 
the parliamentary discussions, the charters and 
the statute-book of England; not halting in 
their work at the anomalies and disfigurations 
which have marred the fair proportions of the 
structure of our fundamental law; but carrying 
out the spirit of our constitution into very full 
development, so as to produce a code of organic 
rules redolent of the essence of our ancient 
English independence. 

The reader will now apprehend the purpose 
of the writer of these remarks in presenting to 
him the " Electoral Laws of Belgium " in cou'- 
nection with the subject of Parliamentary B.e-» 
form in England. This question is in reality the 
most important that can be broached to-day : for 
every other of how much soever social import- 
ance must clearly wait for its settlement : and 
it is the bounden duty of every good citizen to 
aid as far as does in him lie the solution of it. 
We say it is the most, the all*important ques- 
tion of the day : for it is madness to shut our

eyes to the fact now, that until all ranks of 
Englishmen are satisfied that everything which 
savours or even bears the resemblance of exclu- 
sive and class legislation is abolished, the dan- 
gerous fermentation that bars all improvement 
must continue. And how can it in reason be 
expected to be otherwise ? The working man's 
existence is to him the world as much as the 
existence of the rich man is the world to the 
wealthy : and in vain shall we hope to see one 
of mankind — poor or rich — not centre in 
himself and his own the aim of his desires. It 
is not that political power or sway is the fore- 
most object of the bulk of men; on the con- 
trary, the mass are far too little disposed to the 
trouble of wielding it. Political privileges are 
only means to an end: and that end is social 
welfare. Experience sufficiently demonstrates 
that if this is possessed, the necessary trouble of 
government is left to almost whomsoever Kst. 
When therefore a whole people are agitatinff 
for an extended share in the legislative power, 
it is an unmistakeable index that society is placed 
in the utmost peril It is so unfortunately 
now with us: and we have imperiously put 
before us the tremendous problem, " How " (to 
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use historical words) '^is this nation to be 
settled?" 

It cannot be concealed that for a length of 
time past there has been a growing and seriously 
antagonistic feeling between the aristocratic 
body on the one side and the middle and lower 
classes on the other. Not that these classes 
have any but identical interests (we speak of 
them as all truthfully intent upon the preserva- 
tion and advancement of the commonwealth 
individually and collectively): but isolation 
and mutual mistrust have kept them asunder. 
Heaven grant the generous spirit of English- 
men shall prompt them to mutual love: and 
then^ even though their combined labours after 
the common good should in our mortal short- 
sightedness be a failure^ at least a fratricidal 
internecine war will never more desolate the 
once happy homes of England. 

But we may rely upon the conservative spirit 
inherent in the human race for a happy issue 
from, these sloughs : only let us all take warn- 
ing that our conservatism be of a foreseeing and 
a noble kind, not (to use a homely expression) 
"a penny wise and pound foolish" principle 
holding tenaciously on to forms and risking

the substance. Man seeks indeed to preserve 
whatever of worth he has gotten: it may 
happen^ and it does happen just now, that hun- 
dreds of thousands find that to conserve their 
actual position is to perpetuate their misery. 
Millions of sentient beings here with each to 
himself his own little world — almost a blank 
of despair ; a comparatively few hundreds there 
with each his world of ample comforts and 
splendid luxury. The last may be consistently 
and properly conservatives. But the condition 
of the others must be looked to : or the sturdy 
industrial whose cheerful labour once earned 
him great content out of small enjoyments, 
driven into forced leisure and grinding want, 
rushes to political excitement for his occupation 
and his escape. His eye falls at the first blink 
on immense fortunes possessed without an 
effort : it is a miracle that the invidious com- 
parison has not already turned the impoverished 
many into a vast communist host, determined 
to prey upon the stock of the world, blind to 
the swift and certain termination of their ruin- 
ous folly. But the little progress of the sense- 
less doctrines of Fourrierism among the English 
industrials betokens the intelligent condition 
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of their body: their constant reclamation has 
been for an equalisation of burdens and not for 
a shifting off themselves. They are in truths 
(study them : and you will admire, not deride) 
as a body, philosophers practical but of lofty 
spirit, who can see happiness in a life of employ- 
ment and usefulness, contentment of soul in the 
independency of labour. 

The vital question written in the great 
capital letters of history thrusts itself then upon 
us, "How is this nation to be settled?" Some 
have proposed as the instruments of settlement 
(either altogether or in part) the vote by 
ballot and a wide extension of the suffrage, a 
shortening of parliaments, salaried legislators 
unfettered by property qualifications, and some 
apportionment of representatives to electors: 
others deny that these measures, or at least that 
some of them, can ever work harmoniously with 
the English Constitution. 

We have constantly the habit of referring on 
these points to the Anglo-Americans for our 
proofs and our refutations alike : and yet the 
difference of the two governments of England 
and the United States is wider than that be- 
tween England and some other countries. It 
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18 the object of this opuscule to attract attention 
to a government and people to whom reference for 
exafnple is nqver made by us, although their 
constitution (and not ours) has been taken as 
their model by the framers of all the lately 
attempted charters on the principle of limited 
monarchy. Not indeed that it is sought to be 
asserted that it can be at any time wrong to 
reason from one division of the Anglo-Saxon 
race to another : but there may be derived no 
little instruction from studying the institutions 
of a people who have taken our constitutional 
form of government as the basis of their own. 

This neglect of the Belgian practice arises 
perhaps from inadvertence on the part of the 
supporters of the measures mentioned above; 
or, perhaps from the impression that what is 
safe or is unsafe for the English race in one 
place is safe or is unsafe in another, and that it 
is enough to examine and weigh these points ; 
or, perhaps from the naturally greater familiarity 
of Englishmen with the striking career of their 
transatlantic brethren. On the part of their 
opponents is allusion to it avoided from a con- 
sciousness of its success ? 

The main obstacle to Parliamentary Reform 
(as indeed to any political reform whatever) is 
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the feeling of conservatism inherent in a prudent 
and cautious people : who^ admiring the institu- 
tions along with which they have waxed in pros- 
perity, are willing to bear long with the evils 
that (whether necessarily or not) may be seen 
to accompany these institutions, rather than to 
rush into the uncertain sea of extensive change. 
When this conservative feeling leads to the pre^ 
servation and furtherance of the principles on 
which the national institutions are founded^ then 
it claims for itself the appellation of a provident 
and sure philosophy : when it overlooks those 
organic principles and clings pertinaciously to 
mere outward forms, it degenerates into ignorant 
and imperilling bigotry.* Do we need an 
illustration of this? The history of our re- 
ligion abimdantly testifies : wherein we see the 
reformers from time to time endeavouring to 
bring back the minds of men to the living prin- 
ciples of Christianity, away from which they 
had wandered into the gross observance of cere- 
monial and material worship. Perhaps no peo- 
ple so much as the English ever exhibited so 
marked a reverence for whatever bears the 

* " It is hence'* (says Sir James Mackintosh) "that the 
most enlightened politicians have recognised the necessity 
of /reqiiently recalling governments to their Jirst principles^* 
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stamp of antiquity. The secret of this lies in 
their love of the practical: whatever has en- 
dured must have been good in its working : 
whatever is inefficient is speedily rejected by 
the neglect of mankind. To recommend then 
a thing to Englishmen you are required to 
appeal to their experience : if they find it prac- 
tically advantageous^ England is not satisfied 
until it becomes the country of its adoption : 
if they find it cannot stand that test^ so surely 
is it denied admittance. 

It is in this spirit that the reader is referred 
to the following pages^ which present a prac- 
tical example of the working of those very 
matters sought to be developed in the electoral 
law of this country by the great mass of the 
people. The desired advance is undoubtedly 
a great one : but the ablest constitutionalists 
and legislative writers have frequently affirmed 
its excellence and its necessity. Theory has 
long been ranged on its side: the reader has 
here before him the decisive evidence of practice 
in its favour. 

I. To begin with The Ballot. 

There is brought home to the mind in 
perusing the simple exposition of the course 
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of secret voting in the parliamentary elections 
of Belgium* so satisfactory and conclusive a 
conviction of the beneficial operation of this 
measure that it is unnecessary to insist upon 
whatever must and should be its strongest re- 
commendation ; namely, its so completely En- 
glish character. From the highest to the lowest 
rank of society in England all are familiar with 
the ballot : indeed it may be asserted that there 
is hardly a male adult in the country who has 
not frequently participated in some election by 
ballot. The independency of mind it permits 
and the rancour it excludes have long made it 
with us a prominent feature in private and 
social transactions: these advantages (no less 
than a host of others) vehemently and peremp- 
torily urge its immediate adoption in our trials 
of political eligibility. To enumerate some. 
The ballot as practised in Belgium ensures to 
every man the opportunity not only of voting 
unbiassed for the man of his mind but of 
nominating him also : before the ballot vanish 
corruption and bribery ; the great or rich man's 
power of punishing or of rewarding an elector

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according to the manner In which he votes; 
treatings — ill-disguised bribery under the garb 
of hospitality ; expenses allowed to voters ; 
public nominations of candidates ; hustings' 
shows of hands (which are at all times a farce, 
but which with the tumultuous interference of 
intruders so frequent as now are positively 
mischievous); the electors' fear of voting at 
all and the intimidation of electors while pro- 
ceeding to the poll, and all occasion of riot and 
disorder during the electoral operations; the 
pernicious intrigues of agents excited by 
the varying progress of the contest and in- 
creasing their efforts and bribes as the close 
of the poll draws near; and all the other 
sinister consequences of the march of the poll 
being known at every additional vote recorded ; 
the indirect bribery of candidates induced to 
spend as the price of support large sums of 
money in the towns and with particular trades- 
people, to promise employment to hungry mul- 
titudes of check clerks, of committee-men and 
clerks, of messengers, musicians, &c. ; the im- 
pudent negotiations and sales of seats by influ- 
ential attorneys and residents ; the so frequent 
.coming forward of candidates wholly unknown 
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to the electors or even to a soul of the electoral 
district^ except by the report of their long purses; 
the forced election of some all-wealthy and donai- 
neering landlord, of the neighbourhood or of his 
witless scion or of his slavish nominee ; and^ not 
least in importance, contested elections.* 

Not one of the objections usually (and, in 
spite of argumentative refutation, pertinaciously) 
urged against the ballot but must be seen to 
be forceless in Belgium. Pour out objection 
after objection : the triumphant answer is "We 
don't find that it results so in Belgium." 
. These evils so long deplored by the Con- 

* A statement of the time and money of the com- 
munity and of the time of members of parliament con- 
sumed to no productive purpose in the investigation of 
contested elections would scarcely be credited : and every 
one who might otherwise see no necessity for the ballot 
would then readily admit the propriety of its introduc- 
tion when he sees that this evil only might be wholly 
removed by its adoption. It may be sufficient to state 
that on the late contested Dublin election the committee 
sat seventy-three days ; and examined at least fifty or 
sixty witnesses expressly brought over from Ireland, 
many of whom were officials in various public depart- 
ments and most inconveniently absent from their posts. 
The books and papers brought over have been estimated 
to weigh more than two tons : and the expenses would 
probably not be under 10,000/. 
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servatives of England disappear before the 
ballot : let the Conservatives of England then 
join unanimously in bringing about this method 
of voting. But by far the greatest result to be 
awaited from the vote by ballot is in the re- 
moval of all excitement and external influence : 
whereby the elector, left alone to the silent ex- 
pression of his conscientious opinion, feels in 
spite of himself grow upon him the conviction 
that he is exercising his highest privilege and 
debating his deepest interest, while he makes 
his election of the man to whom he entrusts 
the welfare of himself and of his country. 
And if the venality of voters is changed into 
this intense earnestness of purpose, what ex- 
cellency of character shall not in their human 
judgment distinguish the representatives of such 
men?* 

* To the above advantages might be added (according 
to Blackstone's view) the abolition of the qualification of 
electors with regard to property. " For " (he says) " the 
true reason for requiring any qualification with regard 
to property, in voters, is to exclude such persons as are 
in so mean a situation that they are esteemed to have no 
will of their own. This would give a great, an artful or 
a wealthy man a larger share in elections than is con- 
sistent with general liberty. If it were probable thai every 
man would give his vote freely and without influence of 
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II. — EXTENSION OF THE ELECTORAL 

SUFFRAGE. 

The next point at which we arrive, is the ex- 
tension of the suffrage. And in discussing this 
question it would be well, if all the disputing 
parties were to agree upon the fundamental 
notions of the question. 

If these were thoroughly understood and 
settled, the extension of the suffrage would 
soon follow : there would be as little probabi- 
lity of their withholding the suffrage who have 
the power to do so, as there would be of their 
demanding an unlimited extension of it who 
are now without it altogether. 

The elective franchise is not a trust, as the 
first would have it ; nor is it a natural or a con- 
stitutional right, as the second describe it. 

If it be a trust, who conferred upon the first 

any kind, then upon the true theory and genuine principles 
of liberty ev€?ry member of the community, however poor, 
should have a vote in electing those delegates to whose 
charge is committed the disposal of his property, his liberty, 
and his life.'''' Given the ballot ; he argues not only for 
an extension of the suffrage but for universal suffrage 
itself. 

C 
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the right of naming the trustees? Towards 
whom is the trust to be executed ? Once con- 
ferred, who can withdraw the trust if wrongly 
performed ? The notion of a trust reverses the 
very principle of government as recognised by 
the English Constitution. That government 
consists of Eang, Lords, and Commons ; the last 
(with whom only we are here concerned) ap- 
pearing by their deputies. Now there is in- 
deed a trust somewhere : but it is the deputies 
who have a trust to perform ; and those who 
entrust them are the masters, not responsible to 
their deputies but demanding from those depu- 
ties an account of their trust.* 

* And it will be a mockery to say that the present 
electors confide in their deputies sufficient trust powers 
to confer the trust upon others. The same who assert 
the right of parliament to grant the elective franchise as 
a trust, also excuse the present order of things by the as- 
sertion that the non-electors are represented through the 
electors — that every one is represented directly or indi- 
rectly. Granted : but how can those who are responsible 
to the people (electors and non-electors) back themselves 
by a proposition which would establish them as the masters 
of the people ? The whole of this " trust " assumption is a 
perfect insult to a people who can point to the ancient 
rights of equal voice they once possessed ; who can read 
in the will of the great Alfred that " it is but just that 
Englishmen should be free as their own thought ;** whose 
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With regard to the inherency of the right 
in mankind, it is only necessary to observe that 
there can be no natural right to exercise civil 
power. Civil rights are conferred by the muni- 
cipal or national law of the country in which 
such rights are to be exercised. Otherwise if I 
migrate from England to France, does not my 
right go with me ? and* why does not its in- 
herency enable me at once to exercise my right 
there? But there is no universal sufiragist 
who would go so far as to say that one, ten, a 
thousand, ten thousand, a hundred thousand 
Englishmen may, by force of their natural right, 
go and influence the elections of France, Yet 
if you restrain by the law of a country the exer- 
cise of this natural right to that country and 
to a certain sex and age, where is the inherency 
of your right ? The very possibility of your 
being able to restrain your so-called natural 
right proves that it is no right in nature ; for it 
is not in the power of man to contravene the 
laws of nature. 

There is better ground for affirming that 

statute-book declares that " the laws by which all are 
bound should be approved by all." 

c 2 
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every one should, according to the principles of 
the constitution, be represented in parliament, 
if he contributes to the support of the state. 
Undoubtedly the often-declared principle of the 
constitution is so.* And it is no argument to 
say that on this ground women might have the 
elective franchise: if they contribute directly 
from themselves to the maintenance of the state, 
why should they in so far be excluded from the 
elective franchise ? Those who can and do of 
themselves maintain the position which brings 
them under the* obligation of tax-payers, are 
surely able to take part in choosing the 
trustees of their own no less than of their 
neighbours' welfarcf But then, to carry out 
the principle of the constitution, the law must

But to constitute eflfectuallj a right, there must be 
provided a way of exercising it and of making it obliga- 
tory on the part of others. To declare a principle and 
to define a right are two very different things. 

f There is no limitation against their voting (and 
even holding office such as churchwardenships) in certain 
parish business. Why should their vote be objected to 
in parliamentary elections ? It is probable that they once 
had the right of voting in such elections. 
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declare who contributes to the support of the 
state, and what amount shall be considered a 
sufficient quota, to entitle it to the appellation 
of a contribution to the support of the state. 
The second of these declarations the law may 
easily agree upon and make ; but in the first 
resides precisely the difficulty of the ques- 
tion. If all contributions were paid directly 
by the contributor to the treasury of the 
state, the whole afiair would lie in a nutshell : 
but the bulk of the national revenue arises from 
indirect taxation ; and this renders it impossible 
to ascertain who are the payers and what is the 
amount they respectively pay. Besides a host 
of other reasons in its favour, the preference for 
direct taxation receives additional weight from 
this argument. But it is impracticable to change 
at once, in so complicated a system as ours, the 
indirect mode of levying the revenue into the 
direct one. In the meanwhile, would those who 
base on this ground their claim to the elective 
franchise be content to forego it? 

Let us endeavour to examine more minutely 
the general proposition for extending the suf- 
frage. 

Municipal law, whether it be a custom or a

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written declaration^ implies the consent or the 
acquiescence of at least a considerable body of 
those who submit to it; whether that body 
consist of a free and willing party, or of partly 
of such and partly of a paid armed force. And 
the existence of the law depends wholly upon 
the ability of that body to enforce the execu- 
tion of the law, and to oblige the remaining por- 
tion of the whole society, who live under that 
law, to concur in its mandates. Law (we speak 
of the world as it is, and not as it ought, and is 
surely tending to be) then, is in reality altogether 
a question of physical force. For if that side 
which is the strongest In physical force, effec- 
tively determine that what is law shall no 
longer be law, then, whether they be wise or 
unwise, right or wrong in their determination, 
the law is changed. It follows, therefore, that 
the greater the part of the population which is 
admitted to a sh^xe in the making of the laws, 
the siu'er will be its continuance free from at- 
tempted alteration by the violence of physical 
force, on the part of those who do not spon- 
taneously submit to it : and the smaller the part 
of the population, which in proportion to the 
whole population, has the exclusive making of 
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the lawS) the stronger and sterner reliance will 
and must they place upon physical force for the 
upholding of their laws. Thus when a consi- 
derable change is required in the law, it be- 
comes the duty and the vital interest of those 
who range on the side of the existing law, to see, 
previously to any other consideration, whether 
they can deny that change and maintain their 
denial with safety, if they .deem that to comply 
would be either improper or unadvisable. These 
may assert that the required change is impo- 
litic, unjust, immoral, contrary to religion, 
fraught with danger to the nation : the majority 
are of a different opinion, and that opinion has 
the additional and unanswerable argument of 
superior physical force on its side. The whole 
question of law-making results in so far as its 
execution, therefore, into a question of expe- 
diency^ Woe then to those who, stiff of neck 
and blind of heart, haste not on the way to meet 
the prayer of popular complaint ! That prayer 
never causeless, seldom wrong I That com- 
plaint easily satisfied, if only by words of kind- 
ness which show the sympathy that would de- 
plore, though there may not be the power to 
heal 1 And who, of Christian faith and patriot

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soul, would turn unheeding from the cry wrung 
from his oppressed and suffering countrymen, 
whether by remediable laws unjust or by the 
irresistible afflictions of natural disasters ? Who 
would, relying upon the banded strength of his 
privileged fellows and the armed mercenaries at 
his back, repel the asker for relief with the cold- 
ness of predetermined refusal, condense misery 
into madness, drive madness into open and 
furious despair, — and then declaim upon the 
wickedness of physical force ? Madness, misery, 
and wickedness are indeed summed up in the 
words physical force. Rulers! why do ye hug 
it as your salvation ! In the hateful contests of 
physical force, lies the ruin of rulers and of the 
ruled alike. 

The point before us, therefore, (we return to 
the immediate proposition for the extension of 
the suffrage,) is. Could those who now uphold 
the present status of the law, long succeed in 
their refusal to extend the suffrage, if they de- 
termine to refuse it ? At the first blush of the 
question, we see grave doubts. The condition 
of the whole continent of Europe is in itself 
enough to cause the most sanguine to hesitate: 
a closer review of the question with regard

to the political state of the population^ puts 
the matter beyond all doubt. The proportion 
which the electoral body in the United Kingdom 
bears to the whole population^ is less than one 
in thirty^ and than one in six of the male adult 
population. The whole of the remainder of the 
population is raising a demapd for the franchise : 
add to their numbers half at least of the elec- 
toral body who are inclined to favour the 
inclusion of a considerable portion of them 
within the franchise. Numbers then in fearful 
preponderance are on the side of an extension 
of the electoral right. 

Again ; considered with regard to social influ- 
ence. The electoral body mainly comprises the 
very wealthy and the middle classes of society. 
But half at least of this wealth and intelligence 
is (as was before observed) ranged on the side 
of a liberal extension : while numerous classes 
of the most educated^ of the most intelligent, 
and even of the high-taxed members of the 
community, ranked among the excluded, bring 
all the asperity of wronged men to invigorate 
their efforts. All these are fortified by the 
adherence, the murmurs, the clamours of hosts 
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of operatives and all kinds of industrials^ some 
of whom working full time have but precarious 
engagements, some of whom working short time 
have engagements still more doubtful, some of 
whom are without work altogether, all living 
in such want and misery as may be at any time 
maddened into despair. Then comes the sad 
pauper army, whose growing ranks, absorbing 
poverty and superabundant population are 
incessantly recruiting. The science of termino- 
logy has lately bestowed on the subjects of 
these terrible enumerations the expressive ap- 
pellation, " the Dangerous Classes,^^ When 
these ^^ dangerous classes ^^ hold a decided nu- 
merical proportion to the others, it is time for 
those who possess the governmental control to 
beware how they leave the well-founded dis- 
contents of any considerable body of the people 
unsatisfied : they drive these into a perilous 
league with that vast proletarian multitude 
whose persuasion is that, " having nothing to 
lose and having everything to gain," revolutions 
are blessed events. Of the operatives and other 
industrials working upon very limited engage- 
ments it is diflScult to ascertain the number ; 
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as it is also of those working short time.* An 
idea of the number of those who have no em- 
ployment at all may be gathered from the fact 
that there are reckoned to be 90,000 operatives 
and labourers out of work in London alone : 
while the pauper population of England and 
Scotland is one-eighth of the whole, and of 
Ireland one-fifth ; making a total of nearly four 
millions supported by the national charity. 

It may, therefore, be calculated that but a 
very small section of our population (not one- 
sixtieth of the whole) is averse to the extension 
of the electoral franchise. One needs not be 
gifted with the spirit of prophecy to foretel, 
that, in the present temper of the times, the 
blind and selfish obstinacy of a few will be 
unavailing against the determined demand of 
the millions of their countrymen. But the 
measure of their folly and their guilt will be 
full, if, for the accomplishment of the change, 
the intelligence, industry, wealth and numbers,

now inequitably unrepresented, be urged into a 
fearful alliance with the fermenting mass of the 
dangerous classes. Wide-spread ruin may over- 
whelm them all. 

On what principle, then, and in what manner 
is this now unavoidable extension of the suffrage 
to be applied ? Shall the test be one of age, of 
residence, of property, of rate-paying, of educa- 
tion : for all these have been proposed ? while 
arbitrary schemes of electoral checks upon no 
principle at all have been put forward by some* 
If we apply to the constitutional lawyers, we 
shall settle the difficult question with much 
apparent ease. Thus every one of the Com- 
mons might be safely, and of right should be, 
(according to Blackstone,) possessed of the fran- 
chise : and this would comply with the majority 
of the tests just stated. The great commentator 
says " The Commons consist of all such men 
of property in the kingdom as have not seats in 
the House of Lords : every one of which has a 
voice in parliament either personally or by his 
representatives." The difficulty of deciding 
according to this assertion is as to the definition 
of the word "property."* But if under the 

* Though perhaps the advocates of universal suffrage 
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term *^ property '' is to be understood "a fixed 
home/' of no matter what kind^ so that it only 
be of a certain duration, the obstacle vanishes. 
The test of age falls in as necessary to the legal 
idea of property. And the principle of rate- 
paying, in some small direct contribution pro- 
portionate to the locative value of the domicile, 
may afford a further and proper test of the 
electoral candidate : and as the poor's-rate is in 
reality a national impost (though not one car- 
ried to the state treasury), this would satisfy 
the principle of the constitution by making the 
elective right one dependent upon the liability 
to taxation. 

No mean advantage of a system based upon 
this principle, would be the immediate simpli- 
fication of the electoral qualifications in all 
public elections, (whether national or local,) by 

might soon develope sufficient ingenuity to exhibit out 
of these words the learned Judge as a supporter in fact 
of almost the whole length of their doctrine, as he unde- 
niably shows himself theoretically to the full extent in 
one or two other passages. For instance — "In a free 
state, every man who is supposed to be a free agent ought 
to be in some measure his own governor : and therefore 
a branch at least of the legislative power should reside 
in the whole body of the people." (Vol. i. p. 153.) 
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assimilating them, and reducing them, to one 
uniform standard, in lieu of the confused medley 
preserved by the Reform Act ; freemen, burgage 
tenants, scot and lot inhabitants, inhabitant 
householders, potwallers, freeholders, &c. 

Nor would there be in reality any wide 
departure from the existing law : the alteration 
would be one of extension only, and not of 
innovation. Rate-paying householders of 10/. 
occupancy and above, now possess the elective 
franchise: and as the term "householder" has 
been interpreted by the courts of law to mean, 
in certain cases, occupiers of part of a house, to 
the value of 10/. and upwards, it would be only 
necessary to extend this meaning, for electoral 
purposes, to all cases and to all locative values 
assessed to the relief of the poor. 

This would be about, in fact, to enlarge all 
the rights of election to one of the above-men- 
tioned; that of scot and lot inhabitants: in 
whose case the practice is uniform to refer to 
the poor-rate as a register for scot and lot voters ; 
that term meaning (when employed to define 
such right) onlt/ the payment by a parishioner 
of the sum to which he is assessed on the rate. 

If this qualification is considered unob- 
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jectionable in some instances^ equity and expe- 
diency might justify its general fitness also. 
And at least it must be conceded by those who 
express doubts and fears as to the propriety of 
so extending the suffrage, that there is very 
little conservatism in the system that puts the 
highly-taxed occupier at a large rental of any- 
thing under 50/. in a county, and the numerous 
class of taxed and intelligent not represented 
at all, on a lower footing than the mere " in- 
habitant householder," the " scot and lot" voter, 
and the " freeman," with no direct state burden 
whatever. The Belgian qualification may be 
high ; but at all events their principle is one, 
and is equal. They do not, indeed, admit an 
indiscriminate suffirage : but they have advanced 
the electors of every part of the country to the 
same level ; and that level is, however high, the 
easiest qualification they before possessed. Our 
system is now involved in the same absurdity 
as, lately, that in Belgium. There are with us 
several very low qualifications for the electoral 
right : if it is considered expedient that these 
qualifications should be preserved, that part of 
the community not admitted to avail themselves 
of them may very reasonably complain : and if 
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it is considered inexpedient to admit all to the 
same standard, the low standards should be at 
once abolished in order that the law may be the 
same for all. 

Such an extension of the electoral right, 
embracing all the home-holders of the country, 
would satisfy every industrial member of society, 
of whatsoever employment or occupation : and 
they who would seek more^ may he safely set down 
as unreasonable or perverse individuals^ who 
clamour for the love of disturbance and not from 
a desire of conciliation and settlement To go 
beyond that, is to put the voluntary idler and 
professional vagabond on the same level with 
the hard-working, the intelligent, and the well- 
disposed. The most uncompromising reformer 
would not require this. As a line must be 
drawn somewhere, let it be drawn at such a 
point in the scale, that the honest and steady 
exertion of the poorest man's labour shall enable 
him easily to pass it. This would be success- 
fully attained by the adoption of the above 
plan. And who shall fail to hope that then the 
list of the home-holders of England will be 
identical with the list of its patriotic and happy 
freemen ? 
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Such Is the principle adopted in the Belgian 
law, though not yet carried out to the extent 
that has been above suggested. But this may 
be ascribed to the moderate and trustful temper 
of the Belgian nation, rather than to an indis- 
position for the fullest development of the prin- 
ciple. The constitution of Belgium took birth 
in the revolt from Holland in the year 1830 : 
and in such circumstances the moderation of 
its clauses is peculiarly striking. That, for ex- 
ample, determining the electoral qualifications * 
enacted that every Belgian of the full legal age, 
and paying a certain sum in direct taxes, should 
have a vote in the choice of representatives ; 
the constitution decreeing that the amount of 
such taxes should not be more than 100 
florins yearly, nor less than twehty florins.f 
After seventeen years' education of the people, 
the legislature has determined to reduce the 
quotity to the lowest sum ; and the result has 
perfectly succeeded. The parliament wisely 
halted at this point ; for it could not transgress 
tile line laid down without its own dissolution, 
and a recurrence to the people for its decision

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upon altering the article of the Constitution*; 
and such a course was neither desired by the 
nation, nor required by the actual occasion. 
Possessing an extensive franchise, of which the 
free, undisturbed use is ensured to its holders 
by the guarantees of the ballot, and the appor- 
tionment of deputies to the population, the 
Belgian people rest tranquil and contented with 
the good faith of their representatives. Why 
is it not, and can it not be, so in England ? 

The traditions of the Dutch regime had be- 
queathed to the Belgians a very vicious electoral 
system. An electoral census, different for the 
great towns, the smaller towns, the rural com- 
munes, had given a vast preponderance to the 
country districts ; and the clergy and nobiUty 
being interested in continuing such a state of 
things, it was only upon the decision of the 
majority of the Chamber of Representatives 
that the liberal party were at length enabled to 
modify this system. 

It was necessary, according to the legislation 
of 1831, to pay, in the three principal towns 
(Brussels, Antwerp, and Ghent), 80 florins,

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or 169 fr. 31 c., in order to obtain the right 
to vote in the elections for the Chamber 
of Representatives and for the Senate. The 
census then decreased proportionately to the 
degree of importance of the towns: in the 
country districts it was only 30 flor. (63 fr. 
49 c) ; and in the rural communes of two pro- 
vinces, it was not more than 20 flor., or 42 fr. 
32 c. 

The same absurdity existed as in England 
now; the relative inequalities being reversed. 
Thus, with us, in a country district a 50Z. occu- 
pation is required ; and a few yards from it, in 
the borough districts, a lOZ. hiring will give 
an equal right. The Belgian law conversely 
exacted the payment of 80 florins taxes from 
an elector of Brussels ; while at half a league 
thence it was sufficient to pay 30 florins. 

The design, however, of both systems (in 
England as now, in Belgium as then) was to 
give an undue, preponderating influence to the 
landed interest. Thus, though the towns con- 
tain by far the greatest number of enlightened 
men, the number of their electors surpassed by 
very little the third of the total niunber : the 
electoral colleges being formed by administra- 

j> 2 
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tive arrondlssements, the country element was 
the most powerful. 

The townspeople, therefore, complained that 
they possessed the smallest share of influence 
(a little more than one-third) in the elections : 
yet the united population of the towns is not 
more than a fourth of the whole of the inhabit- 
ants of the kingdom. The Belgians therefore 
reasoned on quite a different principle to that 
on which the French and others did in respect of 
universal suffrage. 

But, as a reform was required, the ministry 
did not hesitate to propose important modifica- 
tions ; and the new electoral law, by establish- 
ing everywhere an uniform census (20 florins), 
enlarged the influence of the towns. The num- 
ber of urban electors is actually two-fifths of 
the whole number* ; and this proportion suflSces, 
with the influence of education, to dispel any 
apprehension from the despotism of unintelli- 
gent majorities. The result amply justified the 

* In the towns there are about thirty-one electors to 
every thousand souls of population ; in the country dis- 
tricts only fourteen to every thousand : so that (as it should 
be) the expression of the whole population is that of the 
most enlightened, the richest, and the most influential of 
its members. 
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judgment of the ministry : for when, in order 
to give the public voice the opportunity of de- 
claring itself in this regard, while all Europe 
was convulsed around, the ministers succes- 
sively dissolved the Chamber of Representa- 
tives, the Senate, the provincial and the com- 
munal councils, and the civic guard, everywhere 
the fresh elections strengthened the national 
feeling, and demonstrated the entire population 
the friends of order. 

The number of citizens registered in the 
electoral lists in 1833 was 47,853. The late 
reduction of the census has raised this number 
to 79,076 ; thus about doubling the number of 
electors. The proportion of electors to the 
population is not, therefore, so great in Belgium 
as in England. But it must be remembered 
that in Belgium the number is necessarily more 
limited than in England by fixing the legal 
age at 25 years, the most usual period of ma- 
jority on the Continent. The Belgians have 
also just procured (as we have seen) the fullest 
extension of the franchise immediately permitted 
by the Constitution. They are satisfied with 
this advance; for industry and gratuitous in- 
fltruction to the poor enable every one to pass

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easily from the class of non-electors to that of 
electors : there are no castes, no privileges, no 
obstacles created by the laws which may impede 
the development of talents or of fortunes ; and, 
protected as the franchise is by the ballot, equal 
distribution of the population into electoral dis- 
tricts, and both legislative Chambers popularly 
constituted, they feel that at any time they 
may desure further extension it is within their 
power to obtain it. 

It should, moreover, be observed, in compar- 
ing the electoral body of Belgium with that of 
England, that the question is one as to the com- 
parative wealth of the individuals of the two 
peoples ; that if the Belgian electoral qualifica- 
tion of the yearly payment of 1/. 155.3^. of 
direct taxation were also admitted in England, 
vast numbers, now excluded, would possess the 
right of concurring in the election of members 
of parliament. 

Thus in Belgium the extension just obtained 
is sufficient ; and, for the reasons above stated, 
is felt so by all : moreover, that part of the 
population which lies below the electoral census 
feels that, before the law, every one is on the 
same footing. The Belgian system is very de- 
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mocratic : the aristocracy of birth, deprived of 
all privileges, have no other influence than that 
of riches and individual worth ; and therefore the 
non-elector is unsuspicious that the aim of the 
Government, as that of the Chambers, should 
be other than the general interest. It may be 
further remarked that the list of parliamentary 
electors is also that of the provincial and other 
local electors ; and that therefore the non- 
electors have had no political training, and have 
yet no care for the franchise : while in England 
the opposite is the case ; a very great portion 
of the population, who are not parliamentary 
electors, are local electors, and have had there- 
fore a political and electoral education, which 
leads them to desire vehemently the fullest 
franchise possessed by the most privileged of 
their countrymen. 

III. — SHORT PARLIAMENTS. 

With respect to the popular demand for a 
shortening of parliaments, it will be necessary 
to say but a very few words. The present in- 
stitution of septennial parliaments has neither 
old constitutional practice nor actual expedi- 
ency to justify it : nor indeed do many attempt

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to excuse or to uphold it.* The disputed ques- 
tion is as to the duration of the shorter period 
to which it is almost universally agreed that the 
parliaments shall be limited; whether it shall 
be three years, or one year. The custom in 
Belgium is founded on the same principle as 
that of our municipal councils ; and it has been 
suggested t that we cannot ourselves do better 
than to extend the system of our corporations 
to our parliaments. In respect to such assimi- 
lation, it is impossible to bestow too much 
praise upon the simplicity of the entire electoral 

* The necessary severity exercised in suppressing the 
rebellion consequent upon the accession of George I. had 
cast much odium on the government. It was, therefore, 
considered advisable by the then parliament to vote 
themselves and subsequent parliaments for seven years. 
If a dissolution had taken place, a Jacobite House of 
Commons would probably have been returned ; and the 
restoration of the Stuarts might have ensued.

The councillors of the municipal corporations are 
elected for three years ; and there takes place an annual 
election of one- third of the whole number of members, to 
replace a third which retires every year. 
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system of the Belgians : the essential of the 
electoral qualification is direct contribution ; 
and the constitution of the elected bodies is 
uniform throughout, — the elections rising in 
importance from those of the communes and of 
the provinces, to those of the Chamber of De- 
puties and of the Chamber of Sena.tors.* The 
Belgian deputies are elected for four years ; one- 
half going out every two years : the senators 
are elected for eight years ; one-half going out 
every fourth year. These periods may be 

* In each province a governor is appointed, directly 
amenable to the Minister of the Interior, for the purpose 
of superintending and securing the due execution of the 
laws ; and each administrative arrondissement is super- 
intended by a commissary, under the provincial governor. 
The exclusive interests of each province are committed to 
a provincial council,elected by the same citizens who elect 
the national representatives. The nimiber of councillors 
in each province is from fifty to seventy. Each conunune 
has abo its council to manage the affairs which belong 
exclusively to its inhabitants. The members are elected 
as those of the provincial councils, — in the proportion of

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considered by the bulk of the reformers too 
long ; and, indeed, the various continental con- 
stitutions which have been lately modelled on 
that of Belgium have preferred much shorter 
periods, as stiU more in harmony with the prin- 
ciples of responsible government. 

In respect of the two following points, on 
which the Belgian Constitution may be brought 
forward for illustration (namely, the payment of 
members of parliament, and the disuse of their 
property qualification), it will not be necessary 
to say much. They are matters in no degree 
insisted upon, even by extreme reformers ; but 
as the object of this publication is to endeavour 
to show that these questions might be enter- 
tained without either alarm or danger (for if, 
among the present governing classes, they did 
really create such an impression, this would be 
almost an acknowledgment of bad government 
hitherto), it may be as well to take a brief re- 
view of them as of the others. 

IV. — REMUNERATION OP MEMBERS OF 

PARLIAMENT. 

As to the question of salaried legislators, 
excepting among those who seek the enactment 
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of what is called the " People's Charter," there 
has not been laid so much stress upon this point 
as upon others. It may be said, however, to be 
perfectly in accordance with the whole princi- 
ple of popular representation ; and, as such, a 
provision for reimbursing their deputies has 
been inserted among their fundamental laws by 
the majority of the peoples who have effected 
their political emancipation. Our own ances- 
tors thought it but right that those who devoted 
their time and energies to the transaction of 
the public business should be paid out of the 
public purse * : many of their descendants are 
apt to act very differently upon what is, after all, 
a very discreditable and dishonest principle — 
that as they take nothing from the public purse 
(for parliamentary services) the public has no 
right to interfere with their management of the

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public business. In Belgium the members of 
the Chamber of Deputies only are paid ; and 
not necessarily all of them.* The rule of the 
recent Prussian Constitution which declares 
that it shall not be competent for any deputy to 
refuse his allotted salary may be esteemed an 
improvement where payment is recognised at 
all. 

V.-DISUSE OP THE PROPERTY QUALIFICATION 
OF THE ELIGIBLES TO PARLIAMENT. 

The preceding question appears at first sight 
to have a very intimate connection with that of 
the discontinuance of a property qualification 
for members of parliament. It might be asked, 
indeed, how are representatives with no property 
to support themselves without an adequate allow- 
ance ? This is true ; and there can be no doubt 
that in such case a fixed salary should be estab- 
lished, and its receipt made, as in Prussia, compul- 
sory upon every individual member. But it is no 
less true that, in so much as the ultimate want

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of such an allowance by any considerable num- 
ber of the House of Commons elected without 
a property qualification is in question, the pay- 
ment of the members is and always would be 
superfluous. It would at the most be requisite 
only to meet a very few cases: but if there 
were only one, that would render the generality 
of the rule indispensable. The idea of exacting 
a property qualification is, like that of the sep- 
tennial parliaments, pretty nearly exploded. 
Disconsonant with the principles of the Com- 
mons' House, it is even now only a partial rule, 
— there, where all rules ought to be uniform and 
exceptionless. But members for Scotland have 
the benefit of exemption from it ; and so in all 
cases have the eldest sons or heirs apparent of 
peers and lords of parliament, the eldest sons or 
heirs apparent of persons qualified to serve as 
knights of the shire, and candidates for the uni- 
versities of England and for the university of 
Trinity College, Dublin.* These distinctions 

* Until about the end of the fifteenth century it was 
not necessary that an Englishman should possess, in ad- 
dition to the voices of his countrymen, property to quab'fy 
him for a seat in parliament. Stat. 23 Henry VI. c. 15. 
first declared that all knights of the shire should be 
actual knights, or such notable esquires and gentlemen 
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are as meaningless as they are invidious. Does 
the legislature mean to assert that a Scottish 

as have estates sufficient to be knights, and by no means 
of the degree of yeomen. Stat. 9 Ann. c. 5. attempted 
to reduce this to a still greater certainty by ordaining 
that no person should be capable of being elected for any 
county in England or Wales unless he had an estate, 
freehold or copyhold, for his own life, or for some greater 
estate in law or equity, in lands, tenements, &c., to the 
amount of 600^. per annum, clear above incumbrances ; 
and for every other place to the clear amount of 300?. per 
annum. The 2 & 3 Yict. c. 48. s. 1. repealed the Act 
of Anne ; and, by s. 2., enacts that no person shall be 
capable of being elected for any county, &c. in England, 
Wales, or Ireland, unless he shall be — 

" Seised or entitled," for his own use or benefit, to an 
estate legal or equitable, in lands, tenements of 
any tenure whatsoever, or in the rents and profits 
thereof: Or unless he shall be ^* possessed or 
entitled," for his own use and benefit, in law or 
in equity, to personal estate or effects of any 
nature or kind whatsoever; or to the interest, 
dividends, or annual proceeds of any such personal 
estate or effects ; for his own life, or the life or 
lives of any other person or persons then living ; 
or for a term of years either absolute or deter- 
minable on his own life, or the life or lives of 
any other person or persons then in being, of 
which term not less than thirteen years shall at 
the time of his election be unexpired : Or unless 
he shall "possess" more than one of the above 
several kinds of qualification, being jointly of 
sufficient value, although each of such qualifica- 
tions be separately insufficient. 
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commoner without property can be better trusted 
with the country's welfare than every English 
commoner with less than 6001, for a county or 
300Z. a year for a borough ; or that the son of 
a peer^ &c has better qualifications for business^ 
has a higher worthiness of trust, a profounder 
earnestness of patriotism, than his countryman 
with 299/. 19^. 11^. per annum, and the united 
voices of an electoral district ? 

But, in fact, the very example of Scotland 
proves the inutility of the measure. How 
many men without the property qualification 
are returned as the representatives of that in- 
tegral part of the country ? Perhaps not one : 

The clear yearly value for counties must be 600Z. per 
annum, and for other places, 300/. per annum, over and 
above all incumbrances affecting the same : and the situ- 
ation of the property must in all cases be within " Great 
Britain" or Ireland. 

In the former statute there was exception in favour of 
the following : — 
Eldest sons or heirs apparent of peers and lords of 
parliament: Eldest sons or heirs apparent of 
persons qualified to serve as knights of the shire : 
Candidates for the universities of England, and 
for the university of Trinity College, Dublin. 
The same exceptions are continued by the 2 & 3 
Vict. c. 48. A qualification by estate never has been 
required for a seat for a Scottish county or burgh. 
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while In England the notoriety of its frequent 
contravention under present circumstances pro- 
claims its utter futility. This is, then, an in- 
stance of class-legislation which the sooner it is 
no more, the better for silencing discontent. 

VI. — EQUAL ELECTORAL DIVISIONS. 

We now arrive at the last of those points in 
connection with which it has been our desire to 
array the example of Belgium. 

Here we may say again, according to the pro- 
verbial expression, " last not least." The repar- 
tition of the Electoral Divisions is in reality by 
far the most important of all the reforms ever 
sought in the English representative system. 
All others, without this, are comparatively use- 
less. Given this reform ; the others fall in as 
necessary consequences. 

And yet, of all the abuses which reflect dis- 
credit on the public spirit of those who have so 
long possessed the government of the country, 
none is so glaring for its wide departure from 
the ancient practice of parliament as that which 
professedly distributes the representation of the 
country among such electoral bodies as that the 
minority both in wealth and in numbers shaU

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govern the majority. The old custom was to 
confer the right of corporative government, and 
of sending to parliament immediate deputies of 
their own, upon such places as in the social pro- 
gress developed themselves in the country. A 
constant provision was thus made for dividing the 
country into equitable electoral districts ; and so 
accordingly we find that the proportion of town 
representatives to those of the shires, which in 
the reign of Edward I. was as 276 to 74, had 
under Edward III. become as 282 to 74. The 
directly opposed course to the conservative 
provisions of the Constitution, which has been 
adopted in later times, is seen in the fact that the 
Beform Act has established the proportion of 
town representatives to those of the counties as 
only 409 to 253, or not nearly 2 to 1, where it 
was before 4 to 1. 

The Belgian Constitution fixes the number 
of deputies according to the population of the 
country. The proportion adopted is one de- 
puty to every 40,000 inhabitants. The House 
of Senate is elected on the same principle ; the 
proportion being one senator to every 80,000 
inhabitants. The electoral districts comprise 
the population grouped round -some chief town 

E 
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in which the electoral college assembles ; there 
being no preponderance thrown into the hands 
of one class to the prejudice of another by the 
creation of a diflferent qualification for rural 
electors. 

It is unnecessary to point out such absurdities 
of the English Reform Act as place the county- 
of-Middlesex occupier of a tenement of 45/. a 
year at a high assessment without the pale of 
the constitution, and yet give a vote to the 
lOZ. householder but a few yards from him. 

The monstrous inequality also of apportioning 
an equal allotment of members to districts wholly 
disproportionate in number of population and 
electors, is so glaring as to afford the most dan- 
gerous and incontrovertible grounds of disaffec- 
tion. For instance : what defence can be made 
for the arrangement which gives one member 
to each of such widely unequal districts as Ash- 
burton, with a population of 3841 and only 269 
electors, — Dungannon, with a population of 3801 
and only 196 electors, — and Londonderry, a po- 
pulation of 15,196 and 958 electors ; — Walsall, 
with a population of 19,654 and 837 electors, 
and Wakefield, with a population of 18,486 and 
809 electors ? — to say nothing of every one of 
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the Scotch counties, which, however great the 
number of inhabitants and electors, have but one 
representative each. 

Then again: who can reconcile such dis- 
crepancies as these ? — Harwich has a population 
of 3730, and 181 electors; Tavistock, 6075 in- 
habitants, and 847 electors; Marlborough, a 
population of 4139, and 291 electors ; Thet- 
ford, 3844 inhabitants, and 160 electors: all 
return two members each: — while the Tower 
Hamlets, having 419,730 inhabitants, and 
13,151 electors; Liverpool, 282,656 inhabit- 
ants, and 14,970 electors ; and Middlesex and 
the West Riding of Yorkshire, having both 
upwards of half a million of inhabitants, and the 
first 13,551 electors, the second 36,084 elec- 
tors, — return only two members also. What 
principle of equity or of legislative science was 
adopted which could thus give to Walsall but 
one member, and to Harwich and Thetford, 
with not one-fifth of the population and elec- 
toral body, two members, — and put these two 
last on the same electoral level as the county 
of Middlesex and the West Riding ? 

But we shall not for a moment longer doubt 
the necessity of adopting some satisfactory prin- 

X 2 
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ciple in the distribution of electoral districts, if 
we have fully before us the wide departure 
from all fairness in the present system ; a sys- 
tem which, having no reason for its preservation 
beyond that of its actual existence, affords pro- 
fessed malcontents too desirable and ready 
materials for invective declamation. If we ex- 
amine (and the whole nation is sedulously ex- 
amining and scrutinizing now) the parliamentary 
boroughs which have each a population of less 
than 15,000 inhabitants, we find them 128 in 
all : and while the population ranges from 
1858 in Dungarvon to 14,389 in Lancaster, 
the average is 7735 only ; and while the num- 
ber of electors ranges from 160 in Thetford to 
1426 in Carrickfergus, the average is 544 only. 
The whole number of members this aggregate 
of small districts returns is 200 upon a total 
population of less than one million, and upon a 
total number of electors less than 70,000. The 
two members of the West Riding of Yorkshire 
represent about as great an amount of popu- 
lation and a number of electors more than one 
half (36,084) ; which makes the disproportion 
against the inhabitants of the West Riding 100 
to 2 in the last case, and 200 to 2 in the first ! 
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If a similar examination be Instituted in re- 
spect of property, the disproportion is just as 
striking; the result demonstrating generally 
that a division founded on one principle will 
satisfy the other principle. 

Nor, in fine, need the proposal to make some 
more equable partition of the electoral districts 
alarm us. No inconvenience arose from the 
operation of the Municipal Corporation Act in 
this respect. The Revising Barristers simply 
were empowered to determine the number of coun- 
cillors to be elected for each ward of the boroughs, 
and to determine the limits of the wards ; and 
they were, in ascertaining the proportion, to 
have regard to the number of persons rated and 
the amount of the poor-rates paid in each re- 
spectively. 



We have thus gone through the broad points 
of the debated Parliamentary Reform. Investi- 
ga,jbed honestly, calmly, and without prejudice, 
there is nothing in any one that might not be 
urged by reasonable men, upon reasonable 
grounds. The question, therefore, ought to be 
fairly entertained ; and such modifications made 

B 3 
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of the existing law as expediency (if not equity) 
requires. 

It should never be forgotten, that the voice 
of popular request, at first always low and easily 
hushed, insensibly swells when unheeded into 
irrepressible clamour. Comparatively trivial 
petitions grow into demands that would never 
otherwise be dreamt of; and, as in the bargain 
driven with the Roman king, according to an- 
cient history, the price of peace will be like 
that of the mysterious volumes raised against 
the existing powers at every renewal of the 
contest. A desire for representative reform 
may merge into outcry against the perverseness 
of aristocratical government ; and, in the end, 
the sacrifice of constitutional monarchy itself 
may be required to clear the path for the Re- 
public. 

The danger which experience and history 
teach to flow from an unlimited possession of 
political power by the people, consists in the 
ease with which their ignorance permits them 
generally to be led away by designing dema- 
gogues. The great motive-force of all popular 
assemblies is eloquence ; and this is attainable 
by the wicked for bad ends, as it is by the vir- 
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tuous for good ends. But it is not more attainable 
by the first than by the last. Besides, what is 
unaided eloquence, against eloquence backed 
by high character acquired by a good life, high 
station acquired by integrity and well-culti- 
vated talents, the moral influence of wealth 
which has been acquired by honest labour and 
thrifty prudence, and is spent with wise be- 
nevolence and regulated order? All these 
possess, when combined, irresistible strength. 
What men but those uniting these advantages 
should be admitted to be the leaders of English- 
men ? Indeed, this is the manner of man that 
would in almost every case be the choice of 
that numerous class now seeking admission to 
the elective franchise. For it may with jus- 
tice be conceded to the industrials of England, 
that of all the peoples of Europe they are, lonffo 
intervalloy the best qualified for the exercise of 
political rights. Can the idea be for a moment, 
then, entertained, that while nations, who have 
for ages known no will but that of despotic 
masters, have on a sudden become possessed of 
suffrages as complete as universal (which they 
use far more wisely than might have been ex- 
pected), — can the idea be entertained that an 

s 4 
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extended and jealously guarded suffrage can 
be refused to the industrials of this country, 
trained as they have been by their traditions, 
their customs, and social practice, their native 
freedom, and their high pitch of intelligence, to 
expect it ? Why should it be anticipated that 
any wrong use would be made of it by them ? 
" Such pretended fear lest error should step in, 
is like the man who would keep all wine out 
of the country lest men should be drunk. It 
will be found an unjust and unwise jealousy to 
deprive a man of his natural liberty upon a sup- 
position he may abuse it. When he doth abuse 
it, judge." 

Add to this the rapidly spreading conviction 
among the middle classes, that until some of 
these reforms have been introduced by the 
Legislature, there can be held out no prospect 
of a better administration of the public finances; 
a conviction, strengthened by the well grounded 
fear, that unless some reduction of the national 
burdens take place, the state creditors' dividends 
are in hazard. 

In fine, the only chance of preserving the 
nation from the anarchy that threatens us even 
with a dissolution, to come sooner or later, is 
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in fairly enlisting into the governing body a very 
large portion of the people. It must then, 
perforce, be the object of all who have power, 
interest, means, intelligence, to devote their 
souls to the noble task of improving and edu- 
cating the millions into conscientious, well- 
instructed citizens, and of rendering themselves 
fit to be the leaders of such a people. 

However ; our object has not been to demon- 
strate that the population of this country will 
not be satisfied with less than all the reforms 
here treated of. Our purpose has been to con- 
sider them in relation to a State where the insti- 
tutions sought in these reforms do exist simul- 
taneously and operate successfully ; where peace 
and content pervade all grades of the community ; 
where the energies of every class, undistracted by 
political craving, are directed to the advancement 
of their social welfare ; where the grateful occu- 
pation of the legislative body is the promotion of 
the material interests of the country ; where the 
state expenditure is administered with the most ri- 
gidly economical regard for the national industry 
and commerce ; where, in fine, the springs of 
civilisation are at last to have fair play, and 
the popular efforts an equal chance. 
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The English people will have already gained 
much when they have brought Parliament and 
the dominant classes merely to consider the 
question without prejudice or alarm. If we 
shall have done anything towards this end, we 
shall be amply satisfied. 
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The Belgian Constitution is divided into Eight Parts. 
Of these, Title m. only relates exclusively to the 
constitution of the Chambers of the Representatives 
and of the Senate. Title YTL is added as the guard- 
ing clause of the rights of the Belgians.

OF THE POWERS. 

Art. 25. All powers emanate from the nation. 
They are exercised in the manner established 
by the Constitution.* 

Art. 26. The legislative power is exercised col- 
lectively by the King, the Chamber of Representa- 
tives, and the Senate. 

Art. 27. The initiative belongs to each of the 
three branches of the legislative power. 

Nevertheless, every law relating to the income 
and the expenditure of the state, or to the 
contingent of the army, must be first voted 
by the Chamber of Representatives. 



* The Constitution became obligatory on the 25th of 
February, 1831. 
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Art. 28. The interpretation of the laws by way 
of authority belongs to the legislative power alone. 

Art. 29. To the King belongs the executive 
power, such as it is regulated by the Constitution. 

Art. 30. The judicial power is exercised by the 
courts and the tribunals. 

The decrees and judgments are executed in 
the name of the King. 

Art. 31. The exclusively provincial and com- 
munal interests are regulated by the communal and 
the provincial councils, according to the principles 
established by the Constitution. 



CHAPTER I. 

OF THE CHAMBERS. 

Art. 32. The members of the Two Chambers 

represent the nation, and not only the province or 

the subdivision of province which has named them. 

Art. 33. The sittings of the Chambers are 

public. 

Nevertheless, each Chamber forms itself into 
a secret committee upon the request of its 
president or of ten members. 
It then decides by absolute majority if the 
sitting should be recommenced in public on 
the same subject.

Art. 34. Each Chamber verifies the powers of its 
members, and judges the contestations which take 
place on this subject. 

Art. 35. No one can be member of both Cham- 
bers at the same time. 

Art. 36. A member of either Chamber named by 
the Grovernment to a salaried office, which he ac- 
cepts, ceases immediately to sit there; and only 
resumes his functions by virtue of a fresh election. 

Art. 37. At every session each of the Chambers 
nominates its president, its vice-presidents, and 
constitutes its bureau. 

Art. 38. Every resolution is taken on the abso- 
lute majority of suffrages, saving what may be 
established by the regulations of the Chambers with 
respect to elections and presentations. 

In case of an equality of votes the question under 
deliberation is rejected. 

Neither of the two Chambers can pass a resolu- 
tion except when the majority of its members are 
present. 

Art. 39. The votes are given by "Aye" and 
" No," or by " sitting " and " standing. " Upon the 
body of the laws the votes are always taken viva 
voce at the call of the name. The elections and 
presentations of candidates are made by ballot. 

Art. 40. Each Chamber has the right of inquest 
(enquete),

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AfiT. 41. A project of law (projet de lot) cannot 
be adopted by either Chamber until it has been 
voted article by article. 

Art. 42. The Chambers have the right of amend- 
ing and of dividing the articles and the amend- 
ments proposed. 

Art. 43. The personal presentation of petitions 
to the Chambers is interdicted. 

Each Chamber has the right of referring to the 
Ministers the petitions which have been addressed 
to it. The Ministers are bound to give explana- 
tions upon their contents, whenever the Chamber 
requires it. 

Art. 44. No member of either Chamber can be 
prosecuted or molested for opinions or for votes 
emitted by him in the exercise of his functions. 

Art. 45. No member of either Chamber can be, 
during the continuance of the session, prosecuted 
or arrested in matter of repression but under the 
authorisation of the Chamber of which he forms 
part ; excepting the case of flagrant delict. 

No bodily constraint can be exercised against a 
member of either Chamber during the session but 
under the same authorisation. 

The detention or the prosecution of a member of 
either Chamber is suspended during the session, and 
for its whole duration if the Chamber demand it. 

Art. 46. Each Chamber determines, by its regu- 
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lations, the manner in which it exercises its attri- 
butions. 

Section I. 

OF THE CHAMBER OF BEPBESENTATIYES. 

Art. 47. The Chamber of Representatives is 
composed of the deputies directly elected by the 
citizens paying the census determined by the elec- 
toral law, which cannot exceed 100 florins of direct 
taxation, nor be under 20 florins.* 

Art. 48. The elections are made by such divi- 
sions of provincesf and in such places as the law 
determines. 

Art. 49. The electoral law fixes the number of 
the deputies according to its population f : this 
number cannot exceed the proportion of one de-.

(3.) To be of the full age of twenty-five years :

No other condition of eligibility can be required.* 

Art. 51. The members of the Chamber of Re- 
presentatives are elected for four years. They are 
renewed by one half every two years, according to 
the order of the series determined by the electoral 
law. 

In case of dissolution the Chamber is renewed 
integrally. 

Art. 52. Every member of the Chamber of Re- 
presentatives enjoys a monthly indemnity of 200 
florinsf during the whole continuance of the session. 
Those who inhabit the town in which the session is 
held enjoy no indemnity.

OF THE SENATE. 

Art. 53. The members of the Senate are elected, 
according to the rate of the population of each pro- 
vince, by the citizens who elect the members of the 
Chamber of Representatives.

Art. 56* In order to be elected and to remain a 
senator it is necessary-^ 

(1.) To be Belgian by birth, or to have received

(2.) To be in the enjoyment of the civil and 

political rights : 
(3.) To be domiciled in Belgium : 
(4.) To be of the full age of forty years : 
(5.) To pay in Belgium at least 1000 florins 
of direct taxation, patents (patentes*) 
comprised. 
In the provinces, where the Ust of citizens paying 
1000 florins of direct taxation does not reach the 
proportion of one in 6000 souls of population, it is 
completed by the highest taxed of the province 
until the proportion is raised to one in 6000. 

Art. 57. The senators receive neither reward 
nor compensation.

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Art, 58. At the age of eighteen years the heir 
presumptive of the King is of right a senator. He 
has no deliberative voice until twenty-five years of 
age. 

Art. 59. Every meeting of the Senate which 
may be held at any time other than that of the 
session of the Chamber of Representatives is thereby 
null. 



TITLE VII.* 

OF THE REVISION OF THE CONSTITUTION. 

Art. 131. The legislative power has the right 
of declaring that there is occasion for a revision 

* This maybe esteemed the guardian clause of the rights 
and liberties of the Belgians. For it protects them not only 
against the encroachments of the sovereign, but against 
the tyranny of their representatives. Any violation of 
this Article would come within the case stated by Locke 
(on Government, p. 2. § 149. 227.), that " there remains 
still inherent in the people a supreme power to remove 
or alter the legislative, when they find the legislative act 
contrary to the trust reposed in them ; for when such 
trust is abused, it is thereby forfeited and devolves to 
those who gave^t." We shall make no invidious com- 
parison between the Belgian Charter, so careful for the 
preservation of the national rights, and our own Con- 
stitution, in which that preservation is committed unre- 
strictedly to an imperfectly responsible body, which 
has not always shown itself scrupulous in desJing with 
their trust. 
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of such a disposition of the Constitution as it 
designates. 

After this declaration the two Chambers are 
thereby dissolved. 

There shall be convoked two new ones con- 
formably to Article 71.* 

These Chambers enact in common consent with 
the King concerning the points submitted for re- 
vision. 

In this case the Chambers cannot deliberate un- 
less two-thirds at least of the members who compose 
each of them are present : and no change shall be 
adopted^ if it does not receive at least the two- thirds 
of the sufirages. 



* Art. 71. " The King has the right of dissolving the 
Chambers either simultaneously or separately. The act 
of dissolution contains a convocation of the electors in 
forty days, and of the Chambers in two months after." 
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The body of these Electoral Laws is such as it was 
voted the 3rd of March, 1831, by the National Congress 
of the Belgian people, immediately upon the issue of the 
Constitution. Several important additions in the way of 
amendment and explanation have, however, been made 
by the Legislature in its laws of the 25th July, 1834 ; 
10th April, 1835 ; 1st April, 1843; 31st March, 1847 ; 
and 12th March, 20th and 26th May, 1848.

* Pay to the treasury of the state,"] Does the law im- 
pose the obligation of proving the possession of the bases 
of the tax ? Article 4. of the Electoral Law determines 
in what manner the electoral capacity as regards the cen- 
sus is proved. The electoral census is proved either by 
an extract from the roll of the direct contributions, or 
by the receipts of the current year, or by the notifica- 
tions of the receiver of contributions. Thus the con- 
dition of the census is legally proved by one of these 
three means. No other kind of proof is exacted by the 
law. If, however, the Congress had required another 
justification, it should have stated it categorically : it 
should have laid down the rules for the electors with 
whom it rested to furnish such proof to the appointed 
authorities. But the Congress has considered the elector 
who exhibits the receipt of his contributions as possessing 
the basis of the tax. It has esteemed a sufficient gua- 
rantee the obligation imposed of paying the census 
during two consecutive years; and has exacted that 
proof alone. 

Yet is it the fact that the legislature of 1831 has 
simply intended that in order to be an elector it is suf- 
ficient to pay materially into the state treasury a cer- 
tain quantity of taxes ? No, the legislature has supposed 
the possession of the bases of the census : but it has con- 
tented itself in this respect with a system of presumption. 

This rather important question is decided by an In- 
struction from the Minister of the Interior, in the follow-

If the elector is not bound to prove that he possesses 
the bases of the census, it nevertheless appears that a 
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contributions*, patents (patentes) in- 
cluded : " The electoral census for the

"Thej [the communal administrations] must endea- 
vour to defeat the fraudulent means which have on cer- 
tain occasions been used to assume the quality of an 
elector.

* Direct contributions,'] (i.) By direct contributions 
are to be understood — 

1. The land tax (contribution fonder e), a tax levied on 

landed property, whether built or not, from the 

moment it is productive, and according to a revenue 

fixed.

TITLE n. 

OP THE ELECTORAL LISTS. 

Art. 6. The list of electors is permanent*, 
saving the erasures and inscriptions which may 
take place at the annual revision. 

The revision shall be made conformably to the 
following dispositions. 

Art. 7. The colleges of the burgomaster and alder- 
men f {echevins) shall make, every year between the 
1st and the 15th of April, the revision of the lists of 
the citizens of their communesy who, according to 

been made by the law, for the rehabilitation of those con- 
victed of theft, &c. 

♦ Permanenf] Hence a citizen may exercise the elec- 
toral rights (providing he possess all the other requisite 
qualifications) in a commune which he has ceased to in- 
habit, if there happen an extraordinary election (see 
note, p. 89.) during the interval between the change of 
residence, and the annual revision. 

So again may the functionary who accepts an office 
for life. And so also the elector who has ceased to pay 
the census would be kept on the lists. 

f Colleges of the burgomaster and aldermen ; and not 
the communal council. 
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the actual law, unite the conditions required for 
electors. 

A copy of the tax-book certified to be exact by 
the receiver, and verified by the controller of direct 
contributions, shall be to this effect remitted before 
the 1st of April to the colleges of the burgomaster 
and aldermen ; this copy shall be delivered free of 
expence. 

Art. 8. The said colleges shall prepare the lists, 
and shall affix them in some public situation on the 
first Sunday following. They shall remain affixed 
during ten days, and shall contain an invitation to 
citizens who may have reclamations * to make, to 
address themselves to that effect to the college of 
the burgomaster and aldermen, within fifteen days 
from the date of the affixed lists, which must de- 
clare the day on which the period for receiving 
reclamations expires. 

The list shall contain, with regard to the name 
of every individual inscribed, the place and the 
date of his birth, the date of his complete natural- 
isation (if there be occasion), the indication of the 
place where he pays contributions up to the re- 
quired electoral census, and of the nature of those 



* Reclamations,'] This comprises any claims or objec- 
tions whatever ; thus the reclamations may be made by 
the interested parties themselves, or by third persons.

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contributions, by distinguishing them into three 
categories, namely: — 1. the land tax ; 2. the per- 
sonal tax ; 3. the patents. 

1. When in execution of Article 7. the com-^ 
munal administration shall, on proceeding to 
the revision of the electoral lists, expunge the 
names of electors borne upon the list of the 
foregoing *^year, they shall be bound to deliver 
a written notice of such expunction at the 
respective dwellings of such electors, within 
forty-eight hours at the latest, from the day 
on which the lists shall have been affixed ; and 
the notice shall state the reasons of such ex. 
punction or omission. 

2. A similar notice shall be given within forty- 
eight hours from the date of the definitive 
closing of the list to the persons borne upon 
the affixed list, and whose names shall be ex- 
punged by the communal administrations on 
the occasion of such definitive closing. 

3. These notifications shall be made free of ex- 
pence by an agent of the communal police. 

4. The names of the electors who shall have 
been admitted by the communal administra- 
tions, upon occasion of the definitive closing 
of the list, without having been borne upon 
the affixed list, shall be published by fresh 
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affixed lists within the period of forty- eight 
hours from the date of such closing. 
The affixed list shall contain a statement that 
reclamations maj be made to the deputation 
of the provincial council conformably to Ar* 
tide 12. 

Art. 9. On the expiration of the period fixed 
for making reclamations, the lists, the copy of the 
registers certified by the collectors, and verified by 
the controllers, as well as the documents by which 
the persons inscribed shall have proved their 
rights, or in consequence of which erasures shall 
have been made, shall be sent within twenty-four 
hours to the commissariat of the district. 

A copy of the list shall be kept at the secretariat 
of the commune. 

The receival of the list shall be verified by a 
receipt delivered by the commissary of the district : 
this receipt shall be transmitted to the college of 
the burgomaster and aldermen within twenty-four 
hours from the arrival of the list at the commis- 
sariat. A note of it shall be immediately entered 
in a special register endorsed and signed by the 
provincial registrar. 

Every person whatever may inspect the lists *

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as well at the secretariat of the commune as at the 
commissariat of the district. 

Every person whatever may also inspect the 
copy of the registers and other documents mentioned 
here above. 

The commissary of the district shall make the 
partition of the electors into sections (if there be 
occasion) * conformably to Article 19. of this law. 

Art. 10. The commissaries of the districts shall 
take care f that the chiefs of the local administra- 
tions send under receipt, at least eight days 
beforehand, letters of summons J to the electors, 
with a statement of the day, the hour, and the 
place where the election will take place. 

Art. 11. When on account of resignation, of 
decease, of dismission, or otherwise, there shall 



* As is done by the Retuming-officer in England. 

t Shall take care J] Must assure themselves of the fact. 

X Letters of summons,'] These letters of convocation 
must be delivered either to the person or at his residence. 
The bearer of these letters must take a receipt by the 
elector himself, or by the person to whom he delivers 
the letter of convocation in the elector's house. The 
delivery of cards of convocation has for object to pre- 
vent the introduction of strangers into the college, or the 
section ; and the electors therefore are bound to exhibit 
their cards on demanding admittance to the electoral 
meeting. 
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happen an extraordinary election*, the lists pre- 
pared conformably to the foregoing articles shall 

* Extraordinary election,'] The cases of extraordi- 
nary election are fixed by the following articles of the 
constitution : — 

Abt. 36. The member of either Chamber named by 
the government to a salaried office which he accepts 
ceases immediately to sit there ; and only resumes his 
functions by virtue of a fresh election. 

Abt. 5. § 2. In case of dissolution the senate is re- 
newed integrally. 

Abt. 71. The king has the right of dissolving the 
Chambers either simultaneously or separately. The act 
of dissolution contains a convocation of the electors in 
forty days and of the Chambers in two months after. 

Abt. 79. On the death of the king the Chambers as- 
semble without convocation on the tenth day at the 
latest after that of the decease. If the Chambers have 
been anteriorly dissolved and the convocation has been 
made in the act of dissolution for a period posterior to 
the tenth day, the old Chambers resume their functions 
until the meeting of those which are to replace them. 

If there has been dissolved only one Chamber, the 
same rule is followed with respect to that Chamber. 

If it becomes impossible for the king to 
reign, the minister, after having stated such impossibility, 
immediately convokes the Chambers. The regency and 
the guardianship are provided for by the united 
Chambers. 

Abt. 85. In case of the throne being vacant the 
Chambers deliberating in common provide provisionally 
for the regency until the re-assembling of the Chambers 
integrally renewed ; this re-assembly takes place within 
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serve as the basis for the convocation of the 
electors. 

Art. 12. Every individual unduly inscribed, 
omitted, erased or otherwise prejudiced, whose 
reclamations shall not have been admitted by the 
communal administration, may bring an appeal be- 
fore the permanent deputation of the provincial 
council ; this application must be accompanied by 
the documents supporting his reclamation. 

Every individual in the enjoyment of civil and 
political rights* (and also the commissary of the 
district t by virtue of his office) may at the latest 

two months at the latest. The new Chambers de- 
liberating in common provide definitively for the va- 
cancy. 

Art. 131. The legislative power has the right of de- 
claring that there is occasion for a revision of such a 
disposition of the constitution as it designates. 

After this declaration, the two Chambers are ipso 
facto dissolved. There shall be convoked two new ones, 
conformably to Article 71. &c. 

* Every individtud in the enjoyment of civil andpoVitical 
rights,'] It is sufficient to be in the enjoyment of civil 
and political rights without being on the registered list 
of electors. 

•j" And (dso the commissary of the district^ SfcJ] The in- 
tervention of this functionary is intended to aid in carry- 
ing out the provisions of the law ; and it is the more 
necessary as individuals frequently abstain from the ex- 
ercise of their rights, and from preferring their reclama- 
tions against the Ust. 
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within ten days from the receipt of the list at the 
commissariat of the district bring an appeal* before 
the permanent deputation against each undue in- 
scription or expunction. The appellant must ac* 
company his reclamation with the documents in 
support of it as well as the proof that it has been 
by him notified to the party interested : who shall 
have for his reply ten days counting from that of 
the notification. 

The writ of notification in case of official appeal 
shall be free of stamp duty and be registered gratis : 
and the salaries of the ushers shall be fixed ac- 
cording to article 71. Nos. 1 & 2 of the decree of 
the 18th June.

In every case when the appeal shall be against 
undue expunction, the appellant shall cause to be 
deposited at the secretariat of the commune where

* May bring an appeal,'] But for omission from the 
lists, the appeal can only be made by the interested 
party himself. It could not be undertaken by the com- 
missary ; for as every contribution, even those paid in 
other communes than that in which the elector has 
his domicile, go to form the count of his electoral census, 
the commissary would have to examine the tax-books of 
the whole country to ensure that none paying the pro- 
per amount of taxes were omitted from the list of electors 
in his commune.

The college of the burgomaster and aldermen 
shall immediately cause to be affixed in the form 
prescribed for the publication of the ordinary and 
the supplementary lists, the names of the parties 
affected in the matter of undue expunction. The 
names shall remain affixed during eight days. 
Every person whatever may inspect at the secre- 
tariat of the commune the documents relatinor to 
the appeal Every individual in the enjoyment of 
civil and political rights may, within eight days 
from the affixing of the names, object in the instance 
of the appeal. Notice of such objection shall be 
given to the parties interested. 

Art. 13. The permanent deputation of the pro- 
vincial council shall decide upon these demands 
within five days after their receipt or within five 
days after the expiration of the time allowed for 
opposing the reclamation, if the demand is made 
against a third party. The decisions shall be 
motived. 

In case of an equal division of votes upon an 
appeal, if the absent members of the permanent 
deputation are prevented from attending, or if at 
the following sitting of the deputation they do not 
present themselves, or if the equal division happen 
again, there shall in order to annul this equality of 
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voices be taken a provincial councillor, according 
to the order of inscription on the list and beginning 
with the list. 

Communication * of all the documents shall be 
afforded (without removal of them) to the parties 
interested who shall demand it, or to their autho- 
rised agents. 

The decisions shall be immediately notified to the 
parties interested and to the commissary of the dis- 
trict, in order that the necessary corrections may 
be made. 

All the reclamations and all the documents rela- 
tive thereto may be upon unstamped paper, and 
shall be dispensed from registration or be registered 
gratis. 

Art. 14. The further appeal to the Court of 
Cassation f (le recours en cassation) shall be open 
against the decisions of the deputation of the 
Council. 

The parties interested must make their application 
within the five days following the notification. 

The declaration shall be made in person or by an 
authorised agent at the office of the secretary of the 



* Communication,'] This includes the right of copy- 
ing in whole, or of taking extracts. 

f Court of Cassation J] This court only judges as to 
the application of the law to the facts, and not of the 
facts themselves. 
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provincial council ; and the documents shall be sent 
immediately to the procureur-general at the Court 
of Cassation. Notice of the application shall be 
given within five days to the person against whom 
it is directed. 

The governor may also make an application to 
the Court of Cassation within the ten days following 
the decision of the permanent deputation. The 
declaration of the application shall be made in per- 
son by the governor or by his delegate at the office 
of the secretary of the provincial council : and the 
documents shall be immediately sent to the procu- 
reur-general at the Court of Cassation. Notice of 
the application shall be given within the five days 
to the party interested. The act (Fexploit) shall in 
this case be dispensed from the stamp duty and be 
registered gratis : and the salaries of the ushers 
shall be fixed according to article 71. Nos. 1 & 2 of 
the decree of the 18th June, 1811. 

The proceeding shall be summary and have pre- 
cedence over other matters, with exemption from 
the cost of stamps, registration, penalty and in- 
demnities. 

If the cassation is pronounced, the matter shall 
be returned to the deputation of the nearest pro- 
vincial council. 

Art. 15. Communication of the annual lists and 
of the corrections shall be given at the commis- 
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sariat of the district to all who maj desire to make 
a copy of them. 

Akt. 16. The collectors of the direct taxes are 
bound to deliver upon free paper, and at the charge 
of five cents for the extract from the tax-book, con- 
cerning each taxpayer, to every person borne upon 
the book the extract relative to his contributions ; 
and to every individual qualified as was stated in 
Article 12. all negative certificates, and all extracts 
from the tax-books. 



TITLE m. 

OF THE ELECTORAL COLLEGES. 

Art« 17. The sole business* of the electoral col- 
leges shall be the election of the deputies. 

Art. 18. The ordinary meeting of the electoral 
colleges to provide for the replacement of the de- 
puties going out takes place on the second Tuesday 
of the month of June. 



* The sole husinessJ] Thus the electoral assembly 
cannot as such prepare or receive addresses, or petitions, 
or deputations, even respecting- the elections ; their sole 
duty is to elect. The electors may indeed petition, pro- 
test as they please respecting the election, or any other 
matter ; but they do it in their capacity of citizens. 

The president must abstain from all political allocu- 
tions.

The electoral business shall begin at nine o'clock 
in the morning, if the election takes place between 
the 1st of May and the 1st of October ; and at ten, 
if it take place at other periods. 

Art. 19. The electors assemble at the head place 
of the administrative district in which they have 
their real domicile. 

They cannot send substitutes for their personal 
appearance. 

They form themselves into one assembly, if their 
number does not exceed 600. 

When there are more than 600 electors, the col- 
lege is divided into sections : of which each must 
not be less than 200, and shall be formed by cantons 
or communes or by fractions of the communes near- 
est to each other. 

There shall be assigned to each section a distinct 
locality.* It is permitted (if the number of the 
sections exacts it) to convoke two sections, but in 
no case more than three in meeting-rooms forming 
parts of the same building. 

Each section concurs directly in the nomination 
of the deputies to be elected by the college. 

Any individual who on the day of election shall 



• A distinct locality.'] The commissary of the arron- 
dissement arranges the places of meeting with the com- 
munal administrations. 
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have caused disorder, or shall have provoked tumul- 
tuous crowds, either by accepting, carrying, dis- 
playing or placarding any signal for rallying, or in 
any other manner, shall be liable to a fine of from 
50 to 600 francs ; and in case of insolvency to an 
imprisonment of from six days to one month. 

Art. 20. The president of the Tribunal of First 
Instance, or in his default the person who replaces 
him in his functions, presides over the principal 
bureau. 

The four youngest communal councillors of the 
head-place are scrutineers. 

If there are several sections the second and the 
remainder are presided over by one of the judges, or 
of the supplemental judges, according to their seni- 
ority ; and, if necessary, by the persons whom the 
president of the principal bureau designates among 
the electors who are not amoveable functionaries. 

Are nominated to the functions of scrutineers in 
the sectional bureaux^ the burgomasters and the 
members of the communal councils constituting 
each section. 

Fifteen days at least before the election the go- 
vernor shall transmit to the President of the Tri- 
bunal of First Instance a list indicating, for each 
electoral section, the name, the domicile, and the age 
of the burgomasters and of the members of the com- 
munal councils of the communes constituting each 

H 
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section. The inscription shall be made according 
to age, and by commencing with the youngest. 

No one but an elector * can fulfil the functions of 
scrutineer or of secretary. 

The President of the Tribunal shall, ten days at 
least before the election, convoke the presidents of 
the sections : these shall request without delay the 
functionaries borne on the head of the list to be 
present on the day of the election in order to fulfil 
the functions of scrutineers ; namely, as titularies 
the four first inscribed, and as supplementals the 
four next following. 

If in the sections the number of burgomasters and 
of members of the communal councils is insufiicient 
for the designation of the scrutineers, this is provided 
for by the president of each section. 

The scrutineer thus designated as titulary or as 
supplemental shall in case of prevention from at- 
tending be bound to give information to this effect 
within forty-eight hours to the president of the 
section. 

The composition of the bureaux shall be made 
public three days at least before the election. 

'*' No one Init an elector. It is not imperative that the 
presidents of the bureaux should be electors ; but this 
quality is necessary, in order to fill the offices of scru- 
tineer and of secretary, as well in the principal bureaux 
as in the sectional bureaux. 
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If at the hour fixed for the election all the scru- 
tineers are not present, the president shall complete 
the official bureau from among the persons present, 
always conforming himself to the preceding dispo* 
sitions. 

The secretary shall be nominated by each bureau 
from among the electors present.* 

Art. 21. In the districts where there is no Tri- 
bunal of First Instance the judge of the peace of 
the canton (juge de paix du canton) in which the 
election takes place, or one of the supplementals in 
order of seniority, is of right president. 

The four youngest members of the communal 
council are scrutineers. The court thus formed 
chooses the secretary. 

If there are several sections, the supplementals 
of the judges of the peace preside over them. 
(These persons are taken from among the electors 
who are not amoveable functionaries.) 

Shall, besides, be observed the dispositions of the 
preceding article relative to the formation of the 
bureaux, relative to those obligations imposed upon 
the President of the Tribunal of First Instance, that 
are to be fulfilled in quality of president of the 
principal bureau by the judge of the peace or by

the person who replaces him ; and relative to the 
obligations of the sectional presidents that are to be 
fulfilled by those who are nominated or designated 
to discharge those functions.* 

Art. 22. The president of the college or of the 
section has alone the police of the assembly. The 
electors alone assist in it.f They must not present 
themselves armed. J 

No armed force can, unless by the request of the 
president, be stationed in the meeting-room, nor in 
the immediate neighbourhood of the place in which 
the assembly is held. The civil authorities and the 
military commandants are bound to obey the requi- 
sitions of the president. 

The bureau decides § provisionally upon the ope- 
rations of the college or of the section. All recla- 
mations are inserted upon the record of the pro- 
ceedings (proces verbal) as well as the motived 
decision of the bureau. The documents or the

When the college is divided 
into sections, the bureau of each section has alone the 
right of deciding the questions arising in such section. 
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bulletins relating to the reclamations are signed by 
tbe members of the bureau and by the reclamant, 
and are annexed to the record. 

At the opening of the sitting the secretary, or 
one of the scrutineers, shall read aloud the articles 
of the present law from 24 to 37 inclusive : of 
which a copy shall be produced in each bureau. 

Whoever, being neither an elector* nor a member 
of a bureau, shall enter during the electoral opera- 
tions into the locality of any of the sections, shall be 
subject to a fine of from 50 to 500 francs. 

When in the locality of the election one or more 
of those present shall give public marks of appro- 
bation or of disapprobation, or shall excite tumult 
in any way whatever, the president shall call such 
to order. If they continue, mention of the order 
shall be made in the record of the proceedings : and 
upon the exhibition of it, which shall be made, the 
delinquents shall be punished by a fine of from 50 
to 500 francs. 

Every distribution t or exhibition of abusive or

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anonymous printings or writings, of pamphlets or 
caricatures in the locality of the election, is inter- 
dicted, under pain of a fine of from 50 to 500 
francs. 

The presidents are charged to take the necessary 
measures for insuring order and tranquillity in the 
"vicinity of the sections and of the building where 
the election is held. 

The present article, and the articles 25, 26, 29, 
31, 34, and 39, shall be affixed in large type on the 
door of the meeting-room. 

Art. 23. No one shall be admitted to vote if he 
is not inscribed upon the list * affixed in the room 
and remitted to the president. 

Nevertheless the bureau shall be bound to admit 
the reclamation of all those who may present them- 
selves furnished with a decision from the competent 
authority, stating that they form part of such col- 
lege, or that others do not form part of it. 

Every elector who is a member of the bureau 
shall vote in the section where he sits. 

Art. 24. When a college shall have to elect on 
the same day both senators and representatives, the 
suffrages shall be given for one and the other by the 
same balloting paper (bulletin). 

It shall be so also with the second ballot, if there 
be one. 

In default of special designations the first name

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or the first names until the completion of the num- 
ber of senators to be elected are attributed to the 
election of these same. 

If the names are written on several columns, and 
without any special designations, the first names are 
those of the first column, and so on. 

The balloting paper, which shall not contain 
valid suffrages for the election of members of one of 
the chambers, shall count for nothing in determining 
the number of voters for the election of the mem- 
bers of the other chamber. 

Art. 25. The roll call of the electors shall, at the 
first ballot, be made by beginning with the electors 
of the nearest communes ; and, at the second ballot, 
with those of the most distant communes. 

Each elector, after having been called, remits his 
balloting paper written* and folded to the presi- 
dent, who deposits it in a box under double locks, 
of which the keys are remitted one to the president 
and the other to the eldest scrutineer. 

Art. 26. The table placed, before the president 
and the scrutineers, shall be disposed in such a man- 
ner that the electors may circulate around, or at 
least have access to it during the examination of the 
scrutiny. 

* Balloting paper written. The balloting papers 
must be written, and of no other colour than ^hite.

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Art. 27. The name of each voter shall be in- 
scribed upon two lists*; one kept by one of the 
scrutineers, and the other by the secretary.

The bureau decides what is a 
sufficient designation ; as a general rule that designation 
is sufficient, which, applying to one candidate, cannot, 
although incomplete, apply to another candidate. 

The difference between the halloting-paper and the 
suffrage^ is sensible. The balloting -paper (bulletin) is 
the written paper containing the suffrage, or the series 
of suffrages, when there are several deputies to elect. 
The suffrage (suffrage) is the vote given to each of the 
candidates chosen. 

The nullity of one suffrage does not vitiate the whole 
balloting-paper, if it contain one or more valid suffrages. 
But it appears that if the balloting paper contains only 
one suffrage, and that null, or if all its suffrages, where 
these are more than one, are null, the balloting-paper 
itself is null, and does not count in determining the 
number of voters. And this is important, because a 
candidate, in order to be elected, must have obtained a 
number of suffrages equal to the absolute majority of 
the voters who have taken part in the election. 
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Art. 35. No one is elected at the first ballot*, if 
he does not obtain more than half the votes. 

Art. 36. If all the deputies to be elected in the 
district have not been named at the first ballot, the 
bureau makes a list of the persons who have ob- 
tained the greatest number f of votes. 

This list shall contain twice as many names as 
there shall be deputies to be elected. 

The sufirages can be given to these candidates 
only. 

The nomination takes place according to the plu- 
rality of the votes. J 

If there is a party of votes, the most aged of the 
elected shall be preferred. 

Art. 37. The members of the principal bureau 
shall redact a record of the proceedings of the elec-

In like manner must also make this election 
every religious minister salaried by the State, 
advocates in title f of the public administrations, 
agents J of the treasury of the State, and the govern- 
ment commissaries § for anonymous societies. 

The first paragraph of this article is not applicable 
to the chiefs of ministerial departments. 

The members of the Chambers cannot be nomi- 
nated to functions salaried by the State until at 
least a year after the cessation of their mandate. 

* Functionaries. This incompatibility does not apply 
to the presumptive heir of the throne. 

f Advocates in title. By this are to be understood 
advocates who have a nomination and a permanent ad- 
ministrative office under the state, whatever may be the 
mode of remuneration.

Every year between the 15th of April 
and the 1st of May, the permanent deputation of the 
provincial council shall prepare the list of the per- 
sons eligible for the senate conformably to article 42. 
This list shall contain, with reference to the name 
of each individual inscribed the date of his birth 
and the designation of the localities in which he 
pays his contributions. 

The dispositions of the articles 2. 3. and 4. of the 
present law are applicable to the persons eligible. 

Art. 45. Every one shall have power to inspect 
the list of eligible persons at the registry of the 
provincial council, as well as at the secretariat of 
each commune, at both of which it must be de- 
posited. 

Art. 46. The list shall comprise the names of 
those only who are domiciled in the province. 

Art. 47. The disposition of the articles 12. 13. 
and 14. of this law are applicable to the reclamations 
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which may be made against the list of petsons 
eligible. 

Art. 48. The list * in alphabetical order shall be 
affixed in the meeting-room upon the occasion of 
the election. There shall be adjoined the notice 
that the inhabitants of the other provinces, paying 
the census of 1000 florins and aged forty years, are 
also eligible, and that the election commences by 
the senate. 

Art. 49. The deputy elected by more than one 
electoral district shall be bound to declare his option 
to the Chamber within the eight days following the 
verification of powers. In default of option within 
this period it shall be decided by lot to what dis- 
trict the member shall belong. 

Whosoever shall be elected senator and member 
of the Chamber of Representatives at the same time, 
shall, within the same space of time, address to the 
Chambers the declaration of this option. 

In like manner must also declare his option the 
individual who, already member of the Chamber of 
Representatives, shall be elected senator ; and re- 
ciprocally.

Observations — In the case of the Elector's absence care 
must be taken to deliver the letter of convocation to such 
persons only as by their condition or their relations with 
the elector afford a moral guarantee that the letter will 
reach the elector.
